Local Postoffices complete 
Arrangements to Make 
Delivery in Person. 


All ex-service men who have 
filed their applications for their 
bonus bonds will receive them by 
registered mail either Monday or 
Tuesday, unless the immense ma­ 
chinery falls down that Uncle Sam 
has set up to make such delivery. 
Local postmasters were called to­ 
gether Monday evening when they 
received definite instructions as to 
the manner in which the bonds shall ' 
be delivered; the method to be fol­ 
lowed in handling bonds for re­ 
demption; 
and 
the 
delivery of 
checks for those who desire to cash 
their bonds immediately. 
The bonds are in multiples of $50. 
the veterans receiving from ten to 
thirty, each bond requiring a sep­ 
arate endorsement. 
Warning has 
been issued to the ex-service men 
not to endorse the bonds or sign 
them in any way, except in the 
presence of the postmaster or an 
authorized assistant. Personal iden­ 
tification is necessary before th? 
bonds can be delivered. The person 
who makes the identification must 
also sign the receipt. 
In case of rural routes and city 
deliveries, ex-service men are asked 
to be at home or near the rural 
mail boxes when the mail carrier 
arrives, to save him as much incon­ 
venience as possible. The ‘‘person­ 
al delivery” precaution is fulfilled 
bv the government with the abso­ 
lute delivery of the bonds. After J 
they nave been turned in for cash, j 
the responsibility of the postal de- J 
part men t ends in that letters con- J 
taming the checks will be mailed 
md delivered to the address given

The village of Palatine, Monday

In a statement made Wednesday

Ile told how the train­ 
ing of the men in the plant of tho 
Western Electric Co. materially re­ 
duced the number of accidents and 
assisted in the care of the injured. 
Dr. Gentels explained the necessity 
of quickly and properly taking care 
of a bruise or cut in the skin, no 
matter how slight or insignificant 
the injury may seem. “The skin is 
the armour of our bodies against 
death—death by infection,” said Dr. 
Gentels, explaining that our bodies 
are covered with millions of germs 
just waiting an entrance into the 
body through a cut or bruise. “If 
proper first-aid treatment is given,” 
stated Dr. Gentels, “ .he danger of 
infection is or!. 1/12 of what it 
might be without such treatment.”

I TTH AT shall be done to that fiewa- 
’ * paper p a rag rap h s who recently 
averred ihat it is not a poscixalRt 
who takes the worst possible view 
oi things, but an am ateur photog­ 
rapher? We of the Snapshot Guild 
know that this is a scurrilous ca­ 
nard. considering that pictures taken 
by am ateurs are being constantly 
exhibited in salons and reproduced 
in magazines and newspapers be­ 
cause of their artistic and photo­ 
graphic excellence. 
Publicly, let us disdain this “wise­ 
cracker,” but privately, shall we 
not confess that most of us snap- 
ehooters are guilty of “taking the 
worst possible view of things” more 
often than we should? Let us ac­ 
knowledge that there are too many 
examples of carelessness in our pic­ 
ture taking and strive always to 
observe the slogan of the Snapshot 
Guild: 
“Think twice before you 
shoot once.” 
In other words, instead of shoot­ 
ing aimlessly and trusting to luck, 
let us always take time to secure 
the best possible composition of 
our picture subject, for it is compo­ 
sition that makes the difference ar­ 
tistically between a good and a bad 
picture. 
Composition is really only another 
word for arrangement. In photog­ 
raphy some arrangem ents we can 
make by purposely placing figures 
or objects, but since in much of our 
picture taking we are powerless to 
make any physical changes, we 
have to make the arrangement 
wholly by changing the viewpoint 


of the camera. We may move It a 
few Inches cr a few feet and change 
the composition decidedly. In this 
way we are able properly to place 
in our picture the dominating point 
of interest that every good picture 
must have. To be effective, this 
principal point of interest should 
usually he a little away from the 
center. Then we should look to see 
how well lines, lights, and shadows 
lead the eye to it and give it em­ 
phasis. 
Ofteil we may be obliged or de­ 
sire to admit secondary objects of 
interest, but, if we do not study 
their position before we click the 
shutter and consider distance and 
angle, we may find that what we 
intended 
to 
be 
secondary 
has 
“stolen the show.” For example, we 
are impressed by the beauty of a 
waterfall, and ask a friend to be in 
the picture for a touch of human 
interest. Then we take the picture 
so close that it becomes a picture 
of a person and the beauty of the 
waterfall is lost. 
Remember, too, that in photog­ 
raphy, since light and shadow are 
vital parts of the arrangement, the 
time of day affects composition of 
all outdoor pictures. A good com-, 
position at l l o’clock in the morn-i 
ing may be a poor composition at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, for shadows 
have form and light has emphasis/ 
Study these lights and shadows In' 
relation to the main object of your 
picture. It is often w-orth while 
waiting for them to change.
